From the Trade and Navigation Returna 
Init before the House of Commons by the 
Honourable Minister of Customs, we find 
‘that for the past your, the aggregate 
‘trade of the Domimoa with Great Britain, 
her ‘and forvign countries, 
‘amounted to $148,337,820, exceeding the 
teade of the previous year 
In 1869, the imports were in excess of the 
exports 99,140,384, while last year the 
latter exceeded ina former only $1,240,- 
849, Although the Dominion did nearly 
seventeen and » half millions of dollars 
more business in 1870 than in 1869, the 
importa were only $1,240,849 in excess of 
the exporta, as against $9,940,384 in the 
previous year when the smaller trade was 
done, In 1870 the importa increased 
only #3,154,325 while the exports were 
increased $18,098,708. ‘Ihe statements 
‘Riven show that the trade of the Dominion 
was in much healthier condition in 1870 
than in 1869, Last year the exports wore 
early sufficiont to cover the imports; 
while in the previous year they fell short 
neatly ten millions. it ts to.be hoped 
that next yeareill show the exports in 
excess of the imports, for the con- 
tinuance of the excess of the latter over 
the former must lead to embadus- 
ment = in. commercial — circles.
